Although it is commonly reported 
that playing cards were invented in 
France in 1382 to divert Charles VI., 
D'Allemagne, a French writer on 
the snbjeet, mentions them as being 
in use in Belgium in 1379, and prob- 
ably something analogoua to them — 
marked disks or counters — have 
been employed in the east from r^ 
mote antiquity. It is now usually 
ftought that it waa in Italy playing 
cards were first made, about 1370, 
and at Venice. The attempt to con 
nect their invention with astrolonj^ 
arises from the four suits and 52 
cards in all, being aaaociated in in- 
genious minds with four seasons and 
the number of weeks in the year. It 
docs not appear likely that there waa 
anything mom aaaociated with the 
cards than amusement at the first, 
though gambling was a vice with the 
({reeks and Bomans long before thv 
Christian era, and games for gain 
with some kiiitls of counters were 
doubtless founil among them.
